Well, that is wLat fhe class of TO has 


just been doing. 
Its members have been 


rather unruly all through the year and have 
drawn upon themselves many reprimands 
which, sad to say, were little heeded, until 
at length, matters came to n crisis m this 
wise. Each day a monitor is appointed for 
each fitory. who is called "Superintendent 
of the floor." One day. about two months 
ago, \yhen a certain member of the third 
class -,vas superindendent of one of 
tho 


floors, n well developed plebeian came along 
the entry whistling. At tho sight of. his 
superior officer he ceased, as he was in duty 
bound.

the library or run into n friend's room, they 
nre prisoners in their own apartments. Tho 
nineteen who were engaged in the affair just 
mentioned, in addition to being quarantined 
arc ordered on the practice cruise this Sum- 
mer ; losing thereby the only leave of nb- 
senci! that they have during the whole four 
years of their ncndemic course—the one visit 
home to which so nmny toasts hnvo been 
drunk and so many songs sung, which is 
looked forward to and looked back, upon 
from tho time they enter the academy until 
the? leave it.

cut ami floor plans of tho Rogers High 
School building end consists of tho reports 
of Sir. Uoggesliall, chairman of the school 
committee, Mr. Til ton, head uinslev of tho 
high school and Mr. Clarice, superintendent 
of schools. Tho chairman reports Ilio schools 
to excellent condition nnd steadily improv- 


ing. 
He recommends homo culture in pref- 


erence to the slovenly habit some parents 
have of leaiing everything lo the teacher, 
and he urges a better acquaintance and nioro 
perfect sympathy between parent and teach- 
.er. Compulsory education ho deems essen- 
tial uud he urges the city council to tako ad- 
vantage of the truant law rocoiiUy passed by 
tho legislature to prevent tho growth in ig- 
norance and idleness of children iu this city.

It is loo true 
that many parents allow children to remain 
away from school on tho slightest pretext of 
work, pleasure or weather. Mr. Clarke has 
mado an interesting calculation which shows 
how rapidly pupils fall out of a course of 
study and how few acquiio a really good 
English education, to say nothing more.

SPUING AILMENTS OF FAKM HOUSES. 


The changeable weather of Spring and 


early Summer is grenlly provocative of colds 
and rheumatism, dud disorders of tho lungs 
in horses. 
Overheated by work, which nt 


the beginning of the season is more oovoro 
tbau at other limes because of tho previous 
resting stage, a cold rain occurs, and per- 
spiration being 
interfered 
with, wrvsto 


matters deleterious to health are retained 
within tho circulation and ft febrile condi- 
tion soon resulta." The blood is debased; in- 
flammatory action, congestion mid impaired 
secretions are often followed by unnatural 
discharges, and a variety of troublesome 
disorders supervene. Of those tho most 
prevalent oro bronchial affections, coughs 
with copious nasal discharges and rheuma- 
tism. Sometimes these by neglect become 
chronic, and the valuo of tho animal affected 
is greatly impaired. It ia wise to prevent 
theso ill results by timely precautions. 


In the 
first 
place it 
is 
well not 


to overwork any 
animal, nor to stint 


it iu its 
supply of 
food. 
The in. 


creased appetite consequent upon harder 
work should be mot with concentrated rathtr 
than bulky food, for tho stomach cannot 
safely be overloaded when tho system is 
exhausted by labor. Digestion should be 
aided by regular supplies of salt and an oc- 
casional tonic consisting of a spoonful of 
ginger with a dram of sulphate of copper 
(bhio vitriol). In tho second place when 
heated with work an r.nimal should not bo 
left standing out of doors exposed to a 
sweeping shower, as is frequently tho case, 
while its owner or driver shelters himself by 
the wp.vm stove. Many rheumatic cases ai'o 
thus caused, which come up suddenly, pro- 
ducing great stiffness and lameness. Such a 
case came recently to my knowledge, which 
being a typical one I hero record its history: 


A young horso had been driven until ho 


was heated, and \va.s then brought home in 
a cold rain and placed iu tho stable iu the 
evening without tury attention beiug given 
to him—a frequent occurrence. 
Iu the 


morning the horso was found in great pain 
and unable to rise in his stall. One foreleg 
p.ud 
shoulder were very tender, and when 


the horse was raised tho limb was useless, 
and he soon dropped again. Hot water was 
applied to the liuib and blankets wrapped 
around it and steeped iu hot water, which 
was removed continually; twenty five drops 
of tincture of aconite roots were given every 
four hours until six doses were administered. 
A soft bed was given, ami the iiorso was 
cavered up with blankets. The nest morn- 
ing he was able to rise alone, the paiii^ dis- 
appeared, and iu n fow days ho was' re- 
covered. Prompt U'siitmeut in this case 
undoubtedly prevented n prolonged attack, 
but it was wholly avoidable by timely care. 
Sudden checks to free perspiration aro os- 
ceissively dangerous to both man and beast, 
nod I caiiuot do better hera tbau to reiterate 
this caution, including along with tho horse 
his sometimes 
equally but 
aelf-injurcd
